ECEMBER

lesser than its failures. The vear 1951 
does not present a particularly happy 
balance sheet. International relations 
have become more strained than ever: 
the rift between the Western Powers 
and Russia and her partners has 
widened. A belated effort has been 
made to find a common formula for 
universal disarmament and the outlaw- 
ing of atomic weapons, but virtually 
no progress can be discerned. Develop- 
ments in the Middle East have added 
to the general troubled state of the 
world; both Persia and Egypt have 
torn up solemn agreements as though 
they were nothing more than pieces of 
paper; and while there was no blood- 
shed in Iran because the late Socialist 
Government “believed that by with- 
drawing British personnel from the 
acene, Dr Mossadegh and his colleagues

The end of 1951 
shows some improvement in the 
situation in Indo-China where the 
Vietminh rebels have suffered some 
major military reverses. Britain’s 
econumic plight and the non-too- 
successful endeavours to weld the 
defences of Western Europe have been 
other features of 1951 affecting 
international relations and at the 
same time creating uncertainties at 
the beginning of a new year. Nor can 
it be said that Hongkong has remained 
unaffected by the various international 
developments, many of them inter- 
related. Restrictions on trading have 
had their impact on the Colony’s 
economy and community welfare; 
living costs are higher, unemployment 
is on the increase (though not 
disastrously), and our merchants and 
industrialists face 1952 in sober mood. 
In other respects, however, Hongkong 
has gone through 1951 quietly, 
without accomplishing anything spec- 
tacular, yet in a manner which 
demonstrates the firm confidence both 
the community and Government have 
in the future of the Colony. Con- 
siderable progress has been made in 
social reform and educational develop- 
ment; substantial schemes are either 
in hand or have been approved, all 
designed to benefit the Colony asa 
whole. It can be fairly claimed that 
Hongkong has taken 1951, with all its 
vicissitudes dnd tribulations, in its 
stride, and has gono forward. Not 
everything, that everybody would 
desird “has been accomplished; never- 
theless’ 3951 has been a. year of 
progress ond of achievement for 
“Hongkong. And because of thia we con

French Gunboat To 
The Rescue 


SHIP REFLOATED 


All the crew of the 
British motor vessel Ange- 
lina (formerly the Edith 
Moller) of 555 gross tons, 
which went aground at 
Chilipai Reef off Haiphong 
in a thick fog early yester- 
day, were rescued by a 
French gunboat and taken 
safely to Haiphong yester- 
day. 


The ship's charterers, the 
Shun Cheong Steam Navigo- 
tion Co., Lid., of 24, Connaught 
Road, West, suid this morning 
that the crew, which comprises 
27 members including three 
Britash officers, Jaft the ship in 
a lifeboat and were tater 
picked up by the gunboat. None 
of the crew suffered any in- 
juries. The master of the vessel 
is Capt. C.L.V. Dury, MBE 
(Military) and the owners are 
the Tai On Steam Navigation 
Cu., Ltd. 

The Angelina herself was 
laler refloated and was now 
proceeding to Haiphong under 
tow of another British steamer, 
the Kola of 1,538 tons, which 
had proceeded to her aid and 
which sent a message to Hong- 
kong last evening stating that 
she found the Angelina 
abandoned. 


CARGO UNDAMAGED 


The charterers said that the 
Angelino was holed and her 
propellers smashed, but other- 
wise seaworthy, The cargo of 
450 tons of potatoes, fresh fruit 
and general merchandise was 
undamaged. 

The first SOS received in 
Hongkong from the Angelina 
was at 4.30 a.m. yesterday. 
Other messages followed, one 
of them stating that the No, 3 
tank was out of order, that the 
Bhip was apparently holed and 
that the engines were out of 
commission, 


The Kola picked up the dis- 
tress signals while she was on 
her way here from Haiphong 
and immediately steamed to the 
ald of the crippled Angelina. 

At the time of the accident, 
the Angelina was on her way 
from Hongkong to Halphong, 
having left here on the afternoon 
of December She ran 
aground after encountering 
heavy wenther on Holnan 
Strait.

OPTIMISTIC MOOD 


Past Year Reviewed 


New York, Dec. 30. 
The Secretary of State, Mr Dean Acheson, predicted tonight that 
the free world gain in 1952 the power to take or withhold action “which 


will have a decisive effect upon the cause of peace.” 


Mr Acheson contended firmly that at the end of the year ‘We are 
better off than we were a year ago.” In a year-end summary of Ameri- 
can foreign policy and the common struggle against Communism, Mr 
Ackeson found that “central responsibility” for maintaining 


still rested with the United States—‘‘one great repository of strength for 


those who value freedom.” 


The Secretary of State gave his views in a broadcast speech at the annual 
award dinner of Jewish War Veterans, which presented him with its 
Gold Medal of Merit for his efforts io stem Communism 


world. 


He suid: “During the past 
yeer, the free world has gained 
in strength and moved appre- 
clably towards greater unity. 
There are grounds for  con- 
fidence, but there are no 
grounds for complacency. We 
cannot afford to let down at all 
In vigilance, purpose and effort.” 

He declared that the West was 
not yet “over the hump” in its 
fight for freedom. 

“The outcome in the contest 
between a better future and a 
return to the Dark Ages is still 
undetermined.” he said. 

The American people had 
been the leaders of revolution 
of the common people for «& 
century and a half, he pointed 
out, and their greatest asset 
wis the “American idea.” 

“Throughout the world, 
where people are pppressed, 
wherever people dream of 
freedom and opportunity, they 
feel the inspiration of the 
American idea.” 

He warned against permitting 
“excesses of partisan zeal” to 
interfere with nationcl interests 
in the election year of 1952. 

“We must always remember 
we cannot find security by 
cureelves mor inspiration to 
those who are on our side if we 
here in America spoil our 
own best traditions by pre- 
judice, by hysterical distortion 
of the fight against tyranny,” 
he said. 


GLOBAL PICTURE 

The Secretary gave 
following giobal picture of 
foreign policy development in 
Europe and the North Atlantic 
area: 

“The year 1951 has been a 
period of progress and growth, 
much of {t beneath the surface 
..-we and our friends in 
Europe know we Can build 
sufficient strength, both military 
and economic, to deter ageres- 
sion or check it...By the end 
of 1952 we can be well along 
toward our goal...and 1952 
can be a year of historic 
decision for Europe—a year in 
which Europe can enter into a 
new era.” 

Mr Acheson sald the work of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganisation’s military command 
“has gone forward largely un- 
seen and gone far” under 
Generat Dwight Eisenhower's 
leadership. Three important de- 
cisions which must be made 
early [In 1952, he asserted, had 
to do with the quantity and 
quality of European military 
forces, German participation in 
the defence of Europe and crea- 
tion of a European defence com- 
munity and European Army. 

He declared that the Atlantic 
community had the “resources 
and skill” to surmount e¢cono- 
mic and financtal problems. He 
noted that the Foreign Minis- 
ters of several European States 
hod worked out many of the 
difficulties concerning Germany 
and ‘the European Army by 
patient negotiation In the last 
few days.

In hovels and barracks, men, 
women, and children are dying 
off daily in thousands without 
any notics being taken. 

Vodka ig the main factor in 
life. There is no other amuse- 
ment. Everyone drinks heavily, 
from the miners in the coal 
mines, where there are accidents 


all the time, to the chiefs of the 
party and of the secret police. 

Sald the Meutenant; “While I 
was hyume in Polovainka the 
police chief of my town shot 
dead two workers while he 
was drunk in a restaurant, He 
wap sentenced to five years. 

“Jn fact, that sentence would 
mean death. For the inmates 
of the labour camps are a law 
unto themselves, and no police 
official can survive among them. 

“The party and the Govern- 
ment authorities do n 
about this rule of vodka, Prob- 
ably they think that alcohol is 
the best, way of preventing any 
trouble here.”

E may well be right. Already 

today bands of escaped 
prisoners roam the countryside 
pillaging wherever they please, 
They have fdught pitched bat- 
tles with crack troops of Stalin’s 
special police.

The reason is that 
the French Treasury have 
discovered a loophole in the 
reciprocal tax agreements 
France has with a number 
of countries, 

Under these agreements 
most. foreign residents in 
Paris who pay taxes in 
their native countries are 
not subject to French taxa- 
tion, But it has now been 
found that this sort of 
agreement applies only to 
incomes derived by foreign- 
ers direct from their coun- 
try of origin. 

In fact many 

rich foreign 
residents 

here draw 

incomes from investments 
in countries other than 
their native lands. A num- 
ber of wealthy Latin- 
Americans, for example, 
have the bulk of their 
fortunes invested in the 
USA. 

The French Treasury have 
alneady started to act on this 
discovery, and great is the con- 
sternation in Passy, the Mayfair 
of Paris 

Scveral rmch foreigners are 
faced with tax assessments on 
US.-derived incomes. Some of 
these assessments demand back 
tuxes for as long as five years. 

The result is that many @ 
luminary of the Paris social scene 
is already laying plans to migrate 
to Italy or Spain, where taxation 
autherities are known to be 
more accommodating,

Types of Abnormality 


The types of abnormality 
which appeared in the children 
were congenital heart disease, 
cataract of the eye, malformed 
teeth, deafness, and even mental 
deficiency, Many times, miscar- 
rieges or stillbirths attributed to 
other causes, were actually 
found to be due to German 
measies in the expectant 
mother, 


A study was carried out to 
determine posstble means of 
preventing the occurrence of 
German measies in expectant 
mothers. Concentrated gamma 
globulin and pooled plasma 
have recently been used as a 
preventive when it was found 
that the pregnant woman had 
been exposed to German 
measles. 


Method Probably Valueless 


However, this method of pre- 
vention is probably vallness 
once symptcms of the disease 
have developed, because the 
virus that causes the disease has 
very likely reached the unborn 
baby by that time. or 


The highest incidence of 
German measles occurs during 
April and May. Because of 
this, it might be of value to ad- 
vise expectant mothers to avoid 
contact with children . and 
other persons who might he e 
been ‘exposed to German 
measles.

An Englishman with the 
“freedom of Cairo” is returning 
to Egypt after a brief visit home 
to see his mother. He is Mr J. 
W. Bloom. of Elliot Street, 
Ipswich, who for 14 years has 
een in charge of an animal 
welfare clinic at Abbassia, Cairp. 

When anti-British demonstra- 
tions started in Egypt, an unoffi- 
cial deputation was sent to beg 
him not to close down the 
“animal hospital.’ 

Mr Bloom is superintendent 
of the Egyptian branch of the 
People’s Dfspensary for Sick 
Animals. In addition to run~ 
ning the Cairo clinic he visits 
outlying villages and markets in 
ay mobile “surgery accompanied: 

two Egyptian v f 
sungeons. They are recat 
and their vehicle has no escort. 
But they have never been 
molested, although it bears a 
title printed ‘plainly in English. 

If Mr Bloom is called out at 
night friendly Egyptians ‘form 
themselves into a voluziteer 
bodyguard outside his home to 
protect his wité until he 
returns. 

Mr Bloom told a reporter: 
“The local people really ap- 
preciate the work we are doing 
for thelr animals, which inpluda 
camela and water buffalos as 
well og ordinary domeatle pets.

while the UK deficit was £109 
milhon, 

Brituin, Mr Lyttelton said, was 
thus “Jiving on the doar ear- 
hungs of these Colonies who are 
prevented from freely converting 
their Sterlimg into elther goods 
or dollars and must willy-nilly 
run up their Sterling balances.” 

Mr Lyttelton holds the view 
that these Sterling Ddalances 
should be used to finance the 
development of Colonial terri-, 
tories. The Socialists, he said, 
‘paid lip-service to the idea of 
1 Colonial development “but seized 
the Colonies’ own balances by 
whish these desirable ends could

It woult probably be wrong,

mediate use of the Sterling 
balances for development pur-, 
poses. ! 


BIGGEST PROBLEM 


Our biggest problem at the; 
moment is to export enougn | 
goods to the rest of the Sterling 
Area to prevent a breakdown 
in the system of triangular trade, | 
and this precludes any large- 
scale increase in the provision | 
of capital for development pur-° 
poses. 

At the same time, however,, 
renewed efforts will undoubted- | 
ly be made to expand the p:o- 
duction of Commonwealth raw 
materials {n order to reduce cur 
dependence on the dollar area. 

A great deal wil, therefore, 
depend on the efforts made in 
this country’ to step up cxports 
of development goods to the 
Colonies. 

Whether or not Mr Lyttelton’s 
views on the Sterling balances 
gre in accord wilh those of his 
colleagues In the Cabinet is a 
matter for conjecture. But in at 
least two respects his formula 
for solving the criss hos now 
fhecome port of Gdveriment 
polley.

To Stay

Branches of the Canadian 
Legion ure being asked to peti- 
tion the Canadian Government 
to persuade Viscount Alexander, 
the Governor-General, to stay in 
Canada “for the period of his 
lifetimey as the King repre- 
sentative.

Unobtrusively, 
for two years, the Government 
have been eradicating the word 
jrom official publications, 

Matters came to a head In 
Parliament last month when the 
tile of the Dominion Lands 
Survey Act was changed to the 
Canada Lands Survey Act. 

MPs expreised disapproval, 
but the Prime Minister, Mr St. 
Laurent, was emphatic. The 
country, In future, would be 
known merely as Canada, he 
said, and not as the Dominion 
of Canada. 

‘DEBT TO BRITAIN’ 

That started something. Chief 
among the champions of the 
traditional link with Britain are 
the influential Imperfal Order, 
Daughters of the Empire, 

Mrs Cecil L, Brown, president 
of the Ontario Provincial 
Chapter of the Order, Issued a 
‘tatement saying: “We in 
Canada can never repay the 
debt that we owe to the 
Motherland. . The attempt 
{o eliminate every vestige of 
British symbolism and nomen- 
clature is antagonising thousands 
of loyal Canadian women.” 

Women's institutes, too, are 
indignant. And other’ protests 
have been made by members of

“By 
the laws of China, opium is an 
illegal traffic; here, in our free 
port, the retail of it is lcensed, 
und the free trader’s chief com- 
plaint Is that any fee at all 
should be imposed to check our 
dealers in their operations. Salt, 
too, Is a monopoly of the Chinese 
Government, but here, in Ncens- 
ing its weighing, we hold out a 
premium to those who commit 
breaches of their country’s 
revenue laws. Again, amongst 
other instances of the prosperity 
of this Colony, we find Governor 
Davis, on one occasion, telling of 
the large Sugar  shipments—in 
other words leliing of the facility 
cfforded to smugglers to defraud 
the Chinese Government of two 
mace five candereens per picul 
on every batch of Sugar taken 
from this port, Hongkong is not 
only a nuisance to the Chinese 
Government, but, in this last 
respect, it is of injury algo to the 
honestly disposed trader, Those 
who would set themselves up 
for lights on Chinese matters 
have lately spoken of the falling 
off of sugar exports hence, as a 
sign of decline {n our colonial 
prosperity; not much weight Is 
attached, however, because it Is 
also shown that all the benefit 
we derive from these sugar 
shipments is the profit to our 
Ship Chandlers on the sale of 
certain articles of wear and tear 
whilst the ships lie here harbour 
dues free; the said sugar being 
brought from the mainland tn 
smuggling boats, and pitched in- 
to the hold of the vessel without 
ever being landed on our shores. 
But it would appear that the 
Mandarins being aware of the 
course that would be pursued, if 
they attempted to enforce’ the 
dutles on sugar, have, for a long 
time past, notoriously winked at 
its unmanifested export from 
Canton. There Is a medium in 
all things, however, and, s0 far 
as we oan learn, the smugglers 
have overdone it, and, instead of 
keeping up some kind of show 
of payment of duties, have 
only made them on about 
ten piculs out of a hundred. 
Having also, to use the words of 
a correspondent “neglected to 
make proportionate TIP to the 
Mandarins" the Shops of some 
five of the principal brokers 
have been closed; and the parties 
impljcated in the defrauding of 
revenue are said to be under- 
going an examination regarding 
the matter. We have long had 
our doubts about the advantage, 
to @ny one in the long run, of 
Hongkong being retained a 
FREE PORT; and would com- 
mend these hastily penned re- 
marks, and the attendant 
circumstances, to the considera- 
tion of those disposed to favour 
the British Parliament with 
“further Statements and sug 
Gestions regarding the Colony.”
